Clearly, there are great and unexhausted—even 
untouched—possibilities. Yet there is something to 
be said against these license taxes—indeed against 
any. new taxes of any sort. The people are hoping 
for lower taxes, and also for less and less regula- 
- tion and control by governmental and council auth- 
ority. Thus far they have looked in vain in con- 
nection with local administration. Of course no tax 
should be imposed unless revenue is needed, and then 
there should be none—with a few possible exceptions 
—that is not of general application. 
However, these considerations, will have no 
weight with the new school of tax-exacters. Their 
motto seems to be to hit anything im sight—and one 
thing will do as well as another.
